To the inhabitants of the Town of New Hampton, New Hampshire, in the 
County of Belknap in said State qualified to vote in Town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the New Hampton Town House on 
Tuesday next at ten o’clock in the forenoon to cast your ballots for Town 
Officers and for Questions required by law to be on the Ballots. Polls to close 
not later than 7 PM. 


Moderator A. Alden Hofling opened the meeting at 10 AM Tuesday, 
March 10, 1981, with the following reading. 


Article 1 on the warrant: Shall the Town adopt the zoning ordinance as 
proposed by the Planning Board? 


Article 2 (on Ballot): Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 654-34:A 
permitting application for changes in party affiliation to be made with the 
Town Clerk? 


The remainder of the Warrant will be acted upon at the New Hampton 
Town House Saturday, March 14, 1981, at 10 AM. 


The Moderator then opened the polls for voting. 


The Moderator opened the absentee ballots after 3:00 PM. There were 44 
applications sent out, 41 were returned. 


At 7 o’clock the polls were closed and the ballots were sorted and 
counted. 


There were 399 regular and 41 absentee ballots, Total 440. 


There are 795 legal voters as of this writing which means we had a 55 
percent turnout. Let’s try to beat this next year. 


We had 2 sets of ballot clerks tallying. Group 1 — Caller Hope Clement, 
Counters Patricia Torsey, Chester Butcher, Barbara Chase. Group 2 — 
Caller Ralph Huckins, Counters Katherine Seavey, Jeanette Hahn, Ralph 
Ness. 


The Moderator, Town Clerk and two Selectmen counted and tallyed the 
two ballot questions. 
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Question 1: Are you in favor of the adoption of the zoning ordinance for 
the Town of New Hampton as proposed by the Planning Board?

Question 2: Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 654:34-A permitting 
applications for change of party affiliation to be made with the Town Clerk?

Junior Troop No. 123, made up by Sarah Hall, Jennifer Stern, Julie Athanas, 
Charlotte Rice, Hilary Stern, Samantha Thomas, Tracy Decker, Sarah Rice 
and Beth Blake; Brownie Troop No. 790, Margaret Marinace and Sarah 
Maineri. They were well trained and did an excellent ceremony. 


The poem ‘‘New Hampton’’ written by Stephen Gordon Nash in 1854 was 
read in unison. 


Salute to the flag and ‘‘America’’ was sung as a final part of the 
ceremony. 


Barbara Chase reminded us on procedure of registering to vote. 
Mr. William Clement gave a short resume on the State of our Town. 
The Moderator reviewed the voting procedure that he would use in the

The Town Clerk was asked to read the minutes of the March 10th voting. 


Article 3 was read by the Moderator: To raise such sums of money as 
.may be necessary to defray Town Charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


William Clement made motion to raise $144,620.00. 2nd by Donald 
Morrill. Discussion. Moderator reread article as moved, voted upon. An aye 
vote carried. | 


Article 3 was accepted. 


Article 4 read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum $10,000.00 to be put into the Capital Reserve Fund for a 
new Fire Truck and authorize the withdrawal from the Revenue Sharing 
Fund. 


Article moved by William Clement, 2nd by Donald Morrill. Discussion. 
Article 4 reread by Moderator and put to vote. An aye vote carried. 


Article 4 was accepted. 


Article 5 read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2200.00 for the balance of repairs of two Town 
Bridges (1) on Blake Hill Road over Prescott Brook number 031-023, (2) on 
Blake Hill Road over Blake Brook number 66-061 and to authorize the 
withdrawal of the amount from the Revenue Sharing Fund. 


Article was moved by William Clement, 2nd by Richard Hallberg. 
Discussion. Reread by Moderator and voted upon. Aye vote carried. 


Article 5 was accepted. 


Article 6 was read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $15,000.00 for the purchase of a one ton dump 
truck and to authorize the withdrawal of the amount for this purpose from 
the Revenue Sharing Fund. 


Article 6 was moved by William Clement and 2nd by Richard Hallberg. 
Discussion. Reread by moderator and voted upon by show of hands: 68 aye 
votes, 36 nay votes. 


Article 6 was accepted. 


Article 7 was read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to raise 
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and appropriate $98,000.00 for the construction of a Town Office Building on 
3B South known as the old school house and the old town shed, and to further 
authorize and empower the Selectmen to issue serial notes or Bonds in the 
name of the Town and on the credit of the Town and to fix time and place of 
payment, the rate of interest, terms and maturities and provide for the sale 
thereof for a period not exceeding ten years and to further authorize and 
empower the Selectmen to perform all other acts necessary to accomplish 
the raising of such voted sum all in accordance with the New Hampshire 
Revised Statutes Annotated 1955 Chapter 23 known as the Municipal Finance 
Act and any Amendments thereto. 


At this time the Town Clerk read a letter from Kathryn Underhill 
pertaining to this article. As follows: 


To the citizens of the Town of New Hampton, N.H. 
Article 7 in the Town Warrant March 14, 1981 


Having concientiously served on a very fine committee to locate a key 
and equitable location for a future Town Office Building, I wish to go on 
record that the proposed old Town shed would not be my No. 1 choice. Upon 
checking with several members of the Committee, including the Chairman, 
I find that not one of us was advised of the Selectmen’s plan to have this 
drawing to present to this Town Meeting.

Discussion. 


Bernard read a motion to amend article as follows: 


(1) Action on Article 7 be deferred until due notice by Selectmen on or 
before June 30, 1981 


(2) Appointment of a new Town Space Needs Committee willing to serve 
comprised of (A) All current elected and appointed Town Officials; (B) All 
Members of the Board of Trustees of the Gordon-Nash Library; (C) Any 
volunteer citizen, Trustee of the Town of New Hampton, N.H., willing to 
actively participate. 


(3) The charge of this committee shall be to research and develop a 
proposal responsive to the space needs for effective and efficient conduct of 
Town business with appropriate consideration of the New Hampton Tax 
burden. 
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(4) The first meeting of this committee be scheduled on Tuesday next at 
7:00 PM at the Gordon-Nash Library. 


2nd by John Conkling. Discussion. Moderator reread motion to Article 7. 
Article 7 accepted as amended by a unanimous Aye vote. 


Article 8 read by Moderator: To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the support of the Lakes Region General 
Hospital, The Franklin Regional Hospital, The Sceva Speare Hospital and 
The Mary Hitchcock Memorial Hospital. 


Motion made by William Clement to raise $100.00 for each Hospital, 
$400.00 Total. 2nd by Donald Morrill. Discussion. Moderator reread Article 8 
and put to vote. 


Article 8 was defeated by a Nay vote. 


Article 9 was read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $102,300.00 for the maintenance and repair of 
Highways and Bridges, such sum with the Highway subsidies and Duncan 
Fund would Total $130,861.92. 


Moved by William Clement, 2nd by Richard Hallberg. Discussion. 


Guy Davis made a motion to a 10 percent reduction, 2nd by Mrs. 
Maynard. Discussion. Moderator put amendment to vote by show of hands: 
34 Ayes, 40 Nays. 


Amendment to Article 9 was defeated. 


Bernard Smith made a motion: I move that we appropriate $135,000.00 
as a spending ceiling for 1981 for the maintenance, repairs and construction 
of Highways and Bridges. No ‘“‘Sources of Revenue’’ will be considered 
authority to exceed this ceiling. The only exception for Highway Funding 
shall be Capital expenditures for new equipment. 


2nd by Mrs. Maynard. Discussion. The Moderator reread amended 
article and put it to a vote by show of hands: 47 Ayes, 33 Nays. 


Article 9 as amended was accepted. 


Article 10 was read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1187.97 for Town Road Aid, the State to 
contribute $7879.81 for a total of $9061.78 in joint funds. 
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Article moved by Richard Hallberg, 2nd by William Clement. 
Discussion. Moderator reread Article 10 and it was put to a vote. 


Article 10 was accepted by a unanimous aye vote. 


Article 11 was read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $2000.00 for the care of cemeteries. 


Moved by June Smith, 2nd by Richard Hallberg. Discussion. Article 11 
reread by Moderator and put to vote. 


Article 11 accepted by unanimous aye vote. 


Article 12 read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $7105.00 for regional associations: NANA $4000.00; 
Bristol Community Center $1011.26; Community Action Program $925.00; 
Lakes Region Planning $917.00; Lakes Region Family Service $200.00; 
Lakes Region Association $52.50. 


Moved by William Clement, 2nd by Richard Hallberg. Discussion. 


Motion to delete $52.50 Lakes Region Association by Patricia Torsey 
was accepted. 


Article 12 reread by Moderator as amended to total $7053.26. Article put 
to vote. 


Article 12 was accepted by an aye vote. 


Article 13 read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $28,000.00 to hard surface Pinnacle Hill Road from 
the end of the present hard surface at the Larry Blood residence to Sinclair 
Hill Road a distance of 2816 feet. 


Article moved by William Clement, 2nd by Richard Hallberg. 
Discussion. Article 13 reread by Moderator and put to vote. Unanimous nay 
vote. 


Article 13 defeated. 


Article 14 read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $800.00 as its share of the cost for improvements to 
West Shore Road on Lake Winona provided the Winona Improvement 
Association contributes $800.00 as its share of the costs. Said improvements 
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to be made by private contractors under the supervision of the Selectmen. 


Moved by Mr. Hawkins, 2nd by Mrs. Maynard. Discussion. Moderator 
reread article 14 and was asked to put it to a show of hands vote. 28 Ayes, 41 
Nays. 


Article 14 was defeated. 


Article 15 read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
expenditures for improvements necessary to provide year round access to 
Seminole Ave. on Lake Waukewan and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$800.00 as its share of the costs provided the Seminole Avenue Association 
contributes $800.00. Said improvements to be made by private contractors 
under the supervision of the Selectmen. 


Article 15 moved by Robert Bruning, 2nd by Richard Hallberg. 
Discussion. Article reread by Moderator and put to vote. 


Article 15 was defeated by a unanimous nay vote. 


Article 16 was read by Moderator: To see what action the Town will take 
to raise and appropriate a sum of money to upgrade and repair the balance 
of the road beyond the Scribner State Forest on the property of George 
Ulrich, formerly Wilfred Taylor property. Such sum not to exceed $500.00 
and would be matched by George and Judith Ulrich. Said improvements to 
be made by private contractors under the supervision of the Selectmen. 


Motion made by George Ulrich, 2nd by Merritt Webb. Discussion. 
Article 16 reread by Moderator and put to vote. The nays have it. 


Article 16 was defeated. 


Article 17 was read by Moderator: To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2000.00 for the establishment of reservoirs for fire 
protection under the supervision of the Selectmen. 


Article moved by William Clement, 2nd by Richard Hallberg to table 
article. Discussion. Moderator put move to vote and it was accepted by an 
aye vote. 


Article 17 was tabled. 


Article 18 read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $325.00 for Patriotic Purpose. 
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Article moved by June Smith, 2nd by William Clement. Discussion. 
Article 18 reread by Moderator and put to vote. 


Article 18 was accepted by an aye vote. 


Article 19 was read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $300.00 for the support of the New Hampton 
Community Kindergarten. 


Article moved by Mr. Matthison, 2nd by Mr. Governanti. Discussion. (15 
children being helped.) Article 9 reread by Moderator and put to vote. 


Article 19 was accepted by a unanimous aye vote. 


Article 20 read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote under RSA 
31:105 to indemnify and save harmless any employee, member or Officer of 
the Board of Selectmen, Administrative staff, Board or other agencies, who 
suffer personal financial loss or expense including reasonable legal fees and 
costs, that may occur after the date of this vote, which loss or expense arises 
out of any claim, demand or judgment by reason of negligence or other act 
resulting in accidental injury to a person or accidental damage to or 
destruction of property provided the indemnified person at the time of the 
accident was acting in the scope of his or her employment or office. 


Moved by William Clement, 2nd by Donald Morrill. Discussion. Article 
20 reread by Moderator and put to vote. The ayes have it. 


Article 20 was accepted. 


Article 21 was read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to petition 
the Representatives and Senators who represent the Town in the General 
Court to support in the current session of the General Court, the current 
resolution to amend the State Constitution to limit the annual increase in 
property taxes to five percent and to limit the annual increase in spending 
by the State or any City, Town or other Governmental unit of the State to five 
percent. 


Article moved by Guy Davis, 2nd by Richard Hallberg. Discussion. 
Article reread by Moderator and put to vote. 


Article 21 was defeated by a nay vote. 


Article 22 read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to postpone 
any more zoning ordinances outside the Village precinct for (3) years, if 
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zoning is defeated at the 1981 Town Meeting (Petition). 


Article was moved by Lorraine Ballou, 2nd by Patricia Torsey. 
Discussion. People felt that it was unconstitutional and undemocratic. 
Article reread by Moderator and put to vote. 


Article 22 was defeated by a large nay vote. 


Article 23 read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to accept as a 
gift a parcel of land with beach on Lake Pemigewassett formally known as 
the Walker Boat Landing, such property to be administered by the New 
Hampton Conservation Commission. 


Article moved by Richard Gallagher, 2nd by Mrs. Athanas. Discussion 
(letter read by Moderator from Mrs. Buttenheim). Article reread by 
Moderator and put to vote. 


Article 23 accepted by a unanimous vote. 


A standing ovation was given Mrs. Buttenheim. 


Article 24 read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to continue a 
permanent Conservation Fund as approved in March 1975, to which annual 
appropriations and other accumulated funds will be credited and allowed to 
accumulate from year to year. This fund is established in accordance with 
the provisions of RSA 36-A:5. 


Article moved by William Clement, 2nd by Donald Morrill. Discussion. 
Reread by Moderator and put to vote (ayes have it). 


Article 24 accepted. 


Article 25 read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to accept on behalf of the Town any Federal or State 
Funds which may be made available during 1981. Further to see if the Town 
will authorize the Selectmen to make applications for said funds and then 
expend the same for the purpose designated with applicable Federal or 
State regulations. 


Article moved by Richard Hallberg, 2nd by William Clement. 
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Discussion. Article 25 reread by Moderator and put to vote. 


Article 25 accepted by an aye vote. 


Article 26 read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of Taxes. 


Moved by William Clement, 2nd by Richard Hallberg. Discussion. 
Article 26 reread by Moderator and put to vote. 


Article 26 accepted by an aye vote. 


Article 27 read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Tax Collector to accept prepayment of Taxes. 


Moved by Donald Morrill, 2nd by William Clement. Discussion. Article 
27 reread by Moderator and put to vote. 


Article 27 accepted by an aye vote. 


Article 28 read by Moderator: To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to dispose of Property acquired by Tax Collector’s deed as 
justice may be. 


Article moved by Donald Morrill, 2nd by Richard Hallberg. Discussion. 
Article 28 reread by Moderator and put to vote. 


Article 28 accepted by an aye vote. 


Article 29 read by Moderator: To transact any other business that may 
legally come before this meeting. 


Article moved by William Clement, 2nd by Richard Hallberg. 
Discussion. 


Willis Ober made motion: I move that the Police Department and Fire 
Department Budgets be placed in two separate articles in future Town 
Warrants. 2nd by Kenneth Torsey. Discussion. Motion reread by Moderator 
and put to vote. 


Motion was accepted by an aye vote. 
Willis Ober made motion: I move that the results of Town Meeting 1981 


and future meetings be presented to the people in some form, ie. Town 
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Report or mimeographed copies. 2nd William Clement. Discussion. Motion 
reread by Moderator and put to vote. 


Motion was accepted by an aye vote. 


Motion to adjourn was accepted at 5:30 PM.

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Record Of Special Town Meeting 


June 27, 1981 


Moderator Alden Hofling opened the special Town Meeting in the Town 
House at 10:00 AM Saturday, June 27, 1981. He asked Rev. Cleveland and the 
Boy Scouts of America of the Town to come forward. 


The Boy Scouts presented the Flag, and we gave the Pledge of 
Allegiance. We then sang ‘“‘America The Beautiful’? and ‘‘God Bless 
America.’’ Reverend Cleveland then gave the invocation. 


The moderator postponed presenting the Gold Boston Post Cane at this 
time. The cane was absent. 


The Moderator read the warrant as follows: 


To the inhabitants of the Town of New Hampton in the County of 
Belknap in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs; You are hereby 
notified to meet in the Town House in said New Hampton on Saturday, the 
27th day of June 1981 at 10:00 o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: (Pursuant to Superior Court decree dated June 8, 1981, 
authorizing the calling of a special Town Meeting with the same authority as 
an annual meeting): 


Article 1 To appropriate the sum of $32,000.00 for the purchase of a dump 
truck and to raise said sum by taxation, by application of insurance 
proceeds, or by borrowing on the credit of the Town under the provisions of 
the Municipal Finance act, as amended by Revenue Sharing funds; or by 
any combination of the foregoing methods and to take any other action 
relating thereto. 


Article 2 To appropriate the sum of $98,000.00 for the construction of a 
Town office building, including acquisition of land for the site, and to raise 
said sum by borrowing on the credit of the Town under the provisions of the 
Municipal Finance Act, as amended, and-or bonding, and to take any other 
action relating thereto. 


Article 1 was reread by the moderator and was moved by Richard 
Hallberg and 2nded by Herman Chase. 


Richard Hallberg moved that the sum of $32,000.00 be appropriated for 
the purchase of a new dump truck, that said sum be made by application of 
insurance proceeds, the sum of $21,579.00, the balance to be made by 
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taxation and that the Selectmen be authorized to take all necessary action 
relating thereto. 


After discussion the Moderator read article as moved by Hallberg and 
asked for a written ballot, ‘“‘yes”’ in favor, “‘no”’ against. 


Before voting Richard Hallberg was asked to present the Gold Boston 
Post Cane to Mr. Joseph Cilley who at 91 was the oldest inhabitant in the 
Town. Both the Moderator and Mr. Hallberg gave very appropriate words at 
this time. 


Following this presentation the Moderator asked Ralph Huckins, Pat 
Torsey, Leon Torsey and Katherine Seavey who were deputized to be ballot 
clerks, with the Selectmen as counters. 


Ballots cast 61 — 38 Yes, 23 No 
The Moderator declared Article 1 was accepted. 


Article 2 was read by the Moderator and moved by Herman Chase and 
seconded by Richard Hallberg. 


During the discussion Bernard Smith, chairman of the Building 
Committee, gave a resume of what the committee has done. Chester 
Butcher made some remarks and said Arthur Seavey, secretary for the 
committee, would be glad to make the minutes of their meeting available to 
anyone interested. Mr. Marinace explained about the Heat Pump System 
and also recommended a sprinkler system. 


Bernard Smith made a motion to amend article to read $82,000.00 
instead of $98,000.00, $2,000 of this amount to be used for a fire sprinkler 
System, motion was seconded June Smith. 


An Aye vote on this amendment was accepted by the Moderator. 


The Moderator reread article as amended $82,000.00 instead of $98,000.00 
and article was put to a vote. 


Total ballots cast 60 — 30 Yes, 30 No 
Article 2 was defeated. 


Motion to adjourn was accepted at 12:15 PM Noon.

You are hereby notified to meet at the New Hampton Town House on 
Tuesday, the ninth of March next at ten of the clock in the forenoon to cast 
your ballots for Town officers and for questions required by law to be on the 
ballots. Polls to close not later than 6:00 P.M. 


1. Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:43-b and 43-c for expanded 
exemptions on real estate which provide for a resident 65 years of age up to 
75, a $5,000 exemption; a resident 75 years of age up to 80, $10,000 exemption; 
a resident 80 years of age or older, a $20,000 exemption, provided that the 
resident owns the real estate individually or jointly with another or his 
spouse with whom he has been living for at least 5 years as man and wife; 
said resident had a net income of less than $7,000 or combined income with 
spouse of less than $9,000; and owns assets of any kind, tangible or 
intangible, less bona fide encumbrances, not in excess of the value specified 
in RSA 72:43-c III; provided that the exemptions shall be based upon the 
assessed value of the real estate? (By Petition)

Town House, Saturday, March 13, 1982, at 10:00 A.M. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town 
charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$82,000.00 for the construction or purchase of a town office building, 
including acquisition of land for the site, and to raise the sum by borrowing 
on the credit of the Town under the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, 
as amended, and-or bonding, and to take any other action relating thereto. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,000.00 for the rental of a building for Town office space provided that 
Article 3 is defeated. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$10,000.00 to be put in the Capital Reserve Fund for a new fire truck and 
authorize the withdrawal of this amount from the Revenue Sharing Fund. 
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6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$13,398.00 for the purchase of a new Police Cruiser, to authorize the 
withdrawal of this amount from the Revenue Sharing Fund, and to authorize 
the Selectmen to sell outright the present cruiser. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,500.00 for the purchase of a new mobile two way radio and to authorize the 
withdrawal of this amount from the Revenue Sharing Fund.

1981 Annual Report 


The Police Department continued its commitment to training of officers 
including the certification of George Chartier as a part time police officer by 
the N.H. Police Standards and Training Council which meets their mandate 
that all part time officers be certified by January 1, 1983. Officer Merritt 
Salmon successfully completed a 40 hour course in accident investigation. 
Chief Butcher and Officer Salmon successfully completed a two day training 
in proper operation of radar equipment and have been certified by the N.H. 
Police Standards and Training Council which meets the mandate of the 
Laconia District Court. 


Criminal statistics for 1981 continued to show a decrease in serious 
crime with 6 burglaries to seasonal homes, 3 burglaries to year round homes 
and 3 burglaries to businesses. There were 22 thefts and 28 acts of vandalism 
reported. The dispatch center recorded 1760 telephone calls and complaints 
to the department. There were no fatal motor vehicle accidents in town 
during the past year. 


There will be two articles in the 1982 town warrant for capital 
expenditures for the police department. The first article concerns the 
purchase of a new vehicle to replace the present cruiser. It is our intention to 
present several options for your consideration including four wheel drive, 
front wheel drive and diesel engines with the purpose of giving better 
maneuverability and greater fuel savings. The 1979 Buick cruiser has about 
140,000 miles on its speedometer and has cost approximately 1612 cents per 
mile to operate. This cost includes purchase price less present value, 
insurance, repairs, tires, gas and oil. The second article concerns the 
purchase of a new mobile radio for the cruiser as the present radio is ten 
years old and has been recommended by radio repair people to be replaced 
before it needs expensive repairs to keep it in operation. 


The department was very disappointed that the town voted not to 
provide town office space this past year. The police department desperately 
needs office space and hopes that the town will continue to keep this a high 
priority in the future.

This year we were pleased to have added two additional Emergency 
Medical Technicians to our squad. All members of the squad were 
constantly attending courses to maintain and upgrade their skills. This 
training was done not only in state, but some was even done out of state. 
Much of this training was paid for by a local school and local industry and 
their support is appreciated. 


This year much time was spent in gathering equipment for automobile 
rescue work. Two EMTs spent an entire weekend devoted to the rescue and 
treatment of automobile victims. 

The members donate all their time. There is no money received for 
training or the services provided. There is no charge to the people we assist 
except for the ambulance if one is required. 

The services are available 24 hours a day by calling the Fire Dispatch 
number, 524-1545. They will dispatch medical aid, the fire department, an 
ambulance and the police, whatever is required.

Caring for children, generosity, friendship . . . the background for the 
gift to the town of an acre of lakefront for a town beach. For those not 
present at Town Meeting last March when the town voted unanimously to 
accept this thoughtful gift, we know you joined in spirit the standing ovation 
led by Guy Davis for Miss Martha Eliot Buttenheim. 


The Smoke Rise Preservation Association, through a donation-sale 
agreement, further enhanced the Town Conservation Area by permitting us 
the acquisition of an additional six acres of frontage on the Pemigewasset 
Lake outlet . . . further protecting the waterway in perpetuity from 
development. Our thanks to Aaron Jaffa. The agreement was concluded in 
June. 


Work projects are proceeding. Volunteers have built two sturdy pole 
shelters and a large cleanup was conducted at the entrance to the area. It 
was a delight to see the enthusiasm and cooperation of the many generations 
of the Drake Family who have put hours to restoration of the farmsite. 


The long-delayed firewood cutting finally took place and 21 New 
Hampton families received 2-3 cords of wood. The project was a timber- 
stand improvement suggested by Bud Nelson, the Regional Forester, who 
has given us a five-year plan for the protection and further enhancement of 
the area forests for sale purposes and protection of wildlife habitat. 
Audubon members reported sights and sounds of a very large variety of 
birds on the Conservation Area. 


The large logging operation conducted by B. Fred Avery has been 
completed; however, cleanup and restoration of roads will be undertaken 
when the snow clears. Some felled trees will also be removed at that time 
and Mr. Avery will install waterbars on the slopes prior to thaw. He too has 
volunteered his time and equipment to assist with the improvement of other 
roads on the Conservation Area and this assistance will be gratefully 
accepted. 


An environmental impact study was conducted by New Hampton School 
students on the Buttenheim Beach lot, assisted by Plymouth State College 
Student-Intern Clayton Davis. (Mr. Davis is on his way now to Senegal in 
Africa to work in a rural village as a Peace Corps Volunteer). 


Additional trees were planted on Main Street (one in memory of Mrs. 
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Alice Marsh) and the berm along the street in front of the school upgraded. 
Our appreciation to the New Hampton School Maintenance Dept., New 
Hampton Highway Dept. and the State Highway Dept. who gave assistance 
as needed. It is hoped that additional improvement on the street will 
continue and that the plows this winter continue to consider these 
improvements. At a recent meeting, the Commission voted to urge the 
Selectmen to consider a snow REMOVAL plan for the future, rather than 
just pushing the snow back around the trees and on to the Town Common. 


Our thanks to all who have helped during this past year. We look 
forward to your help again and to new faces too, this next spring.

Newfound Area Nursing Association 


Annual Report 


To sick residents the agency made 15,423 visits to 402 people. Keeping ill 
people in their homes as opposed to placement in a more costly institutional 
setting is the one goal of the Newfound Area Nursing Association. 


Our Hospice N.A.N.A. component made it possible for twelve patients to 
die at home, where they chose to remain. The average cost of an eleven day 
hospital stay was $21,000 in 1981. The average cost of our home deaths over a 
four month period was $3,400. The patients and families are more and more 
choosing Hospice care as the way they prefer to die at home with dignity. 
Our 24 hour, 7 day a week service makes this choice a possibility. 


In September of 1981, the state put a cap on Medicaid Home Health visits 
to a thirty visit limit. This has affected the forty-six Medicaid clients we 
currently serve and maintain in their homes (Alexandria 10, Bristol 27, 
Bridgewater 1, New Hampton 8). The legislators are working to undo this 
problem, however, the State is still funding one hundred percent of payment 
to nursing homes thus giving the long term care client no other choice but 
costly institutionalization. The towns, therefore, become the local liable 
government unit for the patients’ bills once they are institutionalized. 


In addition to our illness program, NANA offers wellness programs 
including Child Birth, Pre-Natal, Well Child, Nutrition, L.I.F.E. (Learning 
Information From Elders), Hypertension, and Hospice Bereavement. 


Well Child offers our pre-school children the chance to have normal 
growth and development under the medical supervision of a physician. It is 
a multifaceted program with all areas of growth observed. Nutrition, 
physical, emotional, social and dental counselling are offered to the young 
clients ona monthly basis. The program was never funded by the state and a 
special thank you must go to our physicians who donate their time and the 
Lindsey Trust Fund who has donated $3,500 to pay the nurse coordinator. 


It is the hope of the Board and Staff of the Newfound Area Nursing 
Association to continue to offer these programs to all residents of Bristol, 
Bridgewater, Alexandria, and New Hampton with more and more emphasis 
on the prevention wellness aspects.

Lakes Region Planning Commission 


The Lakes Region Planning Commission provided both local planning 
assistance and regional planning services during the past year, concerning 
issues of local, regional and state importance. The Commission continued 
its community assistance program, working directly with the New Hampton 
Planning Board, providing information and assistance regarding town 
subdivision regulation amendments so as to bring these regulations in 
compliance with new State Law. 


In addition, the Planning Commission provided a model regulation 
governing the excavation of earth and the reclamation of excavation sites in 
accordance with State Statutes, and provided site assessment and technical 
analysis on the impacts of a development proposal within the community. 
The Commission is providing assistance in changes to the State Solid Waste 
Management Plan. These changes should provide for a fairer funding 
formula and a more realistic implementation schedule for the regions 
communities.
